Gaxitier is one of the writers who 


prove how largely the form of expres- 
sion gives literature its charm and ideas 
their interest. 
When the French say 


that the style is all important, they 
come very much nearer the truth than 
a class of English writers who rogai d 
it as unimportant. 
Gautier was a 


critic of much delicacy and justness of 
feeling, but he had no new ideas to" 
bring into tho realm of art or thought. 
No man had less claim to be regarded 
as a philosopher or a sage. His views 
of life were often intended to be amus- 
ing, and when not so intended they 
usually furnish amusement for their 
naivete and their simplicity. They 
please us by the ignorance of life which 
they display. 
Gautier looked at life 


with the glance of a child, who finds 
in it mnch that is pretty and is wholly 
unconcerned aa to whether there is 
aught to existence but picking flowers 
and chasing butterflies. But the style 
made every page that he wrote full of 
charm. He said of himself that his was 
a style of adjectives. He thought tlmt 
the complications of modern life de- 
manded a supple and complex mode of 
expression, that should seek words in 
all directions, colors from all palettes, 
harmonies from all lyres; his should 
be like tho light of the sotting 
sun, 
that reflects through burning 


clouds its varied hues. Few men know 
or tised so many words. He had the 
contents of the 
dictionaries from 


A to Z. With an eye that saw all things 
and a command of words that few could 
equal, he excelled in a gorgeous rich- 
ness of description. The things which 
the eye coulil see, he saw more clearly, 
he described more vividly, than any 
other writer of this day. Of the thing.' 
not visible to the eye, tho whole world 
rould show no one else so oblivions. 
His power of perception was the more 
intense, because he bad no conception 
of the things which were beyond his 
observation. He never dealt with Hie 
thoughts of men, their inner life, their 
mental or moral development, with the 
mysteries of life or the problems of the 
future. 
For him such questions had no 


existence. But all tilings in lite,of which 
the impression could strike the optio 
nerve, were to him things of joy. Span- 
ish muleteers singing over the passes of 
the Pyrenees, Russian Princes wrapped 
in sables amid the snows that enveloped 
far rolling steppes, the minarets of St. 
Sophia, the sun setting over the lagoons 
of the Adriatic, where the cry of tlie 
gondolier breaks upon the traveler 
standing in the shadow of St. Mark's— 
such things he could describe with vivid- 
ness and richness which no one else 
could equal. He possessed also the two 
qualities which are found in almost all 
literature that can hope to survive ita 
author, imagination and humor. His 
imagination wus a pictorial imagination, 
one that was excited by subtle resem- 
blances of form more than of feeling; 
but it gave life to every line he wrote, 
from a poem on love to a government 
report. Men like to be amused, »nd 
wit, 
more than thought, keeps books 


alive. Gautier's writings have not the 
wit of the great works, which are read 
forever because they forever entertain, 
but he had the humor which delights in 
the delicate congrnities and incongrui- 
ties of words and things—the humor 
that always pleases and never pierces. 
—Atlantic Monthly.

Built by Washington. 


The mill that Washington builtstanda 


in a ravine about half a mile east oi 
Perryopolis, Fayette County. It is still 
in operation and propelled, as he de- 
signed, by a stream flowing down a 
rugged run called after the founder of 
the mill. The latter is, as might be 
expected, a rude structure. 
Originally 


it consisted of but one story, and the 
lines where Washington left off and 
the improvements, such as they were, 
begun are plainly discernible. 
The 


name of the present proprietor is Sam- 
uel Smith, who takes pride out of the 
fact that it has been kept in the Smith 
family since it passed from the posses- 
sion of the illustrious founder. To tlie 
east of this is to be seen two of the 
block houses in which Washington's 
slaves were housed—the only ones re- 
maining through the years since their 
occupany. Still further east on the 
elevation stands the house of Mr. Her- 
sey, one of the original owners of that 
portion of the grant to Washington 
upon which Perryopolis was built.— 
Pittsburgh Leader. 


Capabilities of Wells. 


Various attempts are in progress to 


get from artesian wells not only water, 
but power and heat as well. Machin- 
ery is already driven by the pressure, 
in France, and experience shows that 
the heat may be increased by adding 
to the depth of the well. At Crenelle a 
well 1802 feet deep, and yielding daily 
600,000 gallons, has a pressure of sixty 
pounds to the square inch, and the 
'water is so hot that it is employed for 
heating hospitals in the vicinity. The 
deepest well In the world is being sunk 
at Pesth, Hungary, to supply hot water 
for public baths. It now yields daily 
176,000 gallons heated to 158 degrees, 
and the boring is to be continued until 
the temperature Is raised to 176 de- 
greea.—Arkansaw Traveler.

One of the most dangerous snakes In 


the world belongs to India and the ad- 
jacent countries. 
He is thu totira-ili- 


capelto (snake with iv hood), and wsi' 
so named by the Portuguese, on ac- 
count of the lesemblanoe to a hoot 
which is formed by puffs of the skin n 
each side of the neck, which are swol- 
len when the creature is enraged. Tin 
general color of this serpent is blue! 
Sometimes he is called the "spectacle 
snake," because the spots on the back 
of Ihe hood resemble n pair of specta 
tics. 


Jug^'pi's tame those snake?, and ex 


hibit them. The reptiles have a cnri 
oils fondness for music, nml the snaki 
(banners rail them out of their hole 
by plajiug a peculiar air on a flute 
They carry their cobras in wicker 
baskets. When an exhibition is to b 
given, the basket is placed on th 
ground, nnd the cover removed. 
The 


snakes lie coiled beneath blankets in 
the basket, und gi\e no sign of then- 
existence until the peifoinici squats 
near them .ind begins pin,} ing on a sort 
of tlllle 


In a few moments the cloth mo\es, 


and the head of n i obra appears and 
lines sloul) . Tlie music continues, and 
after listening for two or three minutes, 
the snake crawls from the basket and 
assumes an erect position in front of 
the player. The rapidity of the music 
IIH reases, and then tho serpent sways 
his head from side to side and makes a 
kind of dancing motion with his body. 
When the musio stops he lowers his 
he.ul, and if the playing is not re- 
sumed, goes slowly back to bis basket, 
and disappears among tha blankets. 


The jugglers wind the snakes around 


their limbs and bodies, and not infre- 
quently the serpents seem to have an 
attection for their masters. Tlie latter 
go through a variety of tricks with 
their stiange pets, and when all arc 
concluded the cobras are returned to 
their baskets, and the spectators are 
solicited foi a pecuniary rewind for the 
showman's benefit. 


The bite of the cobra is generally 


fatal. The snake-charmers have anti- 
dotes of their own, wliich they carefully 
keep secret. The English physicians 
ghc aisensic in liberal doses, cither in 
pills or in Fowler's solution, and they 
also (ill the patient with large quanti- 
ties of alcoholic stimulants, In the same 
way that the bite of the rattlesnake is 
treated in America. 


From fifteen to twenty thousand lives 


are lost in India every year from the 
bites of serpents, the great majority of 
them having been caused by the bite of 
the cobra 
Europeans are larely bit- 


ten, us they do not often walk in the 
grass, and besides, their feet aie cov- 
eied with shoes and their legs with 
clothing, while the natives are nearly 
ah\ ays naked from the sole of the foot 
to the knee. Furthermore, there are 
two hundred millions of natives iu 
India, and less than a quarter of a mil- 
lion of Europeans. 
One is reminded 


of the old conundrum "Why do white 
sheep eat more hay than black ones'" 
to which the answer is "Because theie 
aie more of them." 


Cobras have an unpleasant fondness 


foi duelling houses, and persons living 
in India encounter the constant possi- 
bility of putting their feet on one of 
these leptiles on stepping out of bed 
in the night, or of finding one in tiis 
i oat-sleeve or tiouser-leg in the morn- 
ing 
It is the custom to burn a lamp 


»t night to keep out these disagreeable 
visitors, as they hava a dread- of lire 
bimilai to that shown by wolves and 
other wild animals. 
If you wake dur- 


ing the night, nnd find that the light 
from the lamp iu your sleeping-room 
has gone out, do not stir, but lie still 
and shout for a servant to restore \. 
Quite possibly, when he enters the 
room with a burning lamp, a cobia 
may glide through the doorway and 
disappear. 
The cobra does not bite 


unless disturbed or trampled upon. 
He is timid, and will seek safety in 
m'ght when he can do so, but if "cor- 
neied" he will stand up and defend 
himself with his deadly fangs. 


One d:i) when I was the guest of a 


gi ntlem.in on Malabar Hill, the fash- 
ionable suburb of Bombay, we were 
talking about snakes and their habits, 
when a snake charmer stopped before 
tlie veranda, and asked if he tuigbJ 


again 


"Cobras hunt in couples," said our 


host, "and wheie you find one au- 
otlicr is generally 
not far away." 


Sure enough, in less than a quarter of 
an hour, another cobra was caught in 
the same way, and the poison fangs 
were exhibited and removed. The ser- 
pent ^\ as consigned to the basket with 
his mate, and then the man received Ins 
fee and departed 


Naturally, the subject was followed 


up in our conversation after the snake- 
charmer had gone 
At a suggestion 


tiom the host, one of the company gave 
the following account of two uncom- 
fortable expeiiences he had h'ul with 
these dreaded serpents 


"When I first came to India I laughed 


at the idea of being afraid of snakes, 
and it was only because of the urgent 
advice of friends that I kept a lamp 
burning at night in the sleeping-room 
of my bungalow 
It it went out 1 w as 


not particular to call the servant to 
have it lighted The result was that one 
inclining when 1 opened my eyes in 
bi oad d.ij light I s iw a large cobra 1) ing 
(oiled on the, mat ncii the door. 


"I was frightened and I shouted with 


all the force of mj lungs. Ididn'tknow 
the Hindustani n.ime of the treatuu-, 01 
rather I had forgotten it for the mo- 
ment, and so I yelled 'cobia'1 'cobra1' 
Very soon the SIM v.uits came with sticks 
nnd killed him 
He measured nearly 


four feet in length and his fangs made 
me sluiddei as I looked at them. 


"For months afterward I wascaieful 


to have lights burning in my sleeping- 
room, but eventually I giew careless 
again. 
One night 1 awoke and found 


the light hail gone out. I was too sleepy 
to call for the l.iscai, and piobably did 
not remain awake a minute 


"But this waking was followed by 


disagreeable diesims which seemed to 
last for lioiiis, but quite likely they 
weie of oul^ a few minutes' dutation 
I waked again, and was about to tiun 
over, when 1 fell something pressing 
against my leg. The moon was shining 
into the room, und, us 1 moved slighlly, 
I saw a moM'iueiil near the foot of tin- 
bed, at the spot when* 1 had felt the 
messme ig.uiistine 
Besides my paja- 


mas, or bleeping-siut, my only covering 
was a single sheet of linen, and a very 
thin one it was 


"A sense of great danger came o\ er 


me, and without moving my body! 
slowly raised mv head nnd distinctly 
saw in the moonlight the lu id ot a 
cobra slowly tinning and settling lown 
alter the distmbance caused by my 
moving when I waked. 


"To say that I was seiiouslj ti ightr 


ened does not destube my teoluigs, as 
you (tin well believe 
My llesh was 


chilled as though by a blast fiom an 
icebeig 
My blood seemed to cease 


flowing, and 1 could feel my hair rising 
upon my head My hrst impulse wa-, to 
spring tiom the bed, but fear prevented 
me. 


By degtees 1 became sufficiently self- 


possessed lo realize that it 1 jumped 1 
was not only in danger ot being bitten 
by the snake that lay against me, but 
also by its mate which might be on the 
floor evactlj in the spot where 1 should 
plant im teel To call the servant « ith 
the light was my only safely unless I 
chose to lie still until morning, which 
1 felt 1 could not do. To remain for 
hoius in tint situation would have 
made me a lunatic

Mr. Gladstone has recruited his 
strength for many years by felling trees 
and his diet Kvery simple, a little fish, 
some bread and cheese and half a pint 
of bitter ale often serving him for a 
dinner at his club after a hard day's 
work. Other brain workers, like Arch- 
bishop Whately, have had enormous 


>petites and been equal to three ordi- 
ary men at a dinner table. Pure ait 
nd pure water have a great deal to do 
ith longevity, so much so that in the 
ake districts of Westmoreland, Eng- 
and, the average age of those who 
led during a recent very severe wintei 
vas above eighty-five years. 


Some sanitarians are always saying 
take a rest; let your mind lie fallow, 


don't work so much," and seem to 
hink that brain work especially is a 
constant drain upon one's vital capital. 
Others, I believe more truly, look upon 
dleness as the real "thief of time," and 
point to the great worker* who have 
ived to a grand old age. Mathema- 
ticians claim that even the absorbing 
mental process of working out diffi- 
cult problems is conducive to lon- 
gevity. Leibnitz, they tell us, lived 
liis seventy years; Euler his seventy- 
six; Lagrange his seventy-seven; La- 
place his seventy-eight years; while 
Sir Isaac Newton died at eighty-five, 
Plato at eighty-two, Archimedes at 
seventy-five, and the somewhat mythi- 
cal Pythagoras at ninety. Some oi 
these ancients, however, were not em- 
inent mathematicians, but may be 
classed as general philosophers, natu- 
ral or metaphysical. 
Poets do not al- 


ways tlie before Uie.- time, as Keata 
and Byron and Arthur Hugh Clough 


did. 
On the contrary, the much 


abused Tennyson, will survive, I proph- 
esy, all the terribl* criticisms on his 
conservatism, which have been made 
about his last pooiti, and perhaps most 
severely b) the ex-Prime Minister Glad- 
stone, who conferred thi- Karldom upon 
him. 
But tnking the poets of all times 


anil countries I find that Pindar lived 
to 80, Sophocles U) 90, Euripides to 75, 
Simonldos to 89, Michael Angelo, who 
was not only poet, but painter, sculptor 
and architect, to 90, Geoffrey Chaucer, 
"the father of English poetry." to 71, 
William Wordsworth to 80 and Walter 
Savage Landor to 89. How a man of 
Lander's furious temper could live so 
long is a miracle. 


No life, one would think, could ba 


more exhaustive tlian that of a judge 
who has to sit for hours together, day 
utter day, in a crowded coutt room; 
yet many of the Lord Chancellors and 
Chief Justices of England, as well as 
Chief Justices of our own country, have 
lived far beyond the three score years 
and ten.

piobably much more so if we may 
judge by some animals that subsist for

Had he lived in the time of Cicero he 
would probably have told that eulogist 
jf longevity that there hail never been 
my thing of the kind on this planet 
mil that no hunuin being had ever 
jrept out of his cr.ulle or exceeded the 
nursery experience "when love and 
laughter both were young." There 
u-c some persons like the great "doubt- 
ng Judge," Lord Kllenborongli, who 
repel tlie lies! proved facts with an a 
vrtori theory of probabilities.

'i-iUiiry are apt to think that no one 
>ls.» has a mind to do so. Yet I can 
personally swear to having known a

But some investiga- 
tors are as credulous as Mr. Pickwick 
when he paid five pourtds for the anti- 
quarian stone in the good old Town ol 
Rochester and discovered late that the 
cross upon it was not quite so ancient 
as the cross of Constantine.

Henry Thomas Buckle, Sir George 
Cornewall Lewis hrsj became enthused 
with a theory and then set to Work to 
urike history and statistics accord with 
it 
Yet even lie could scarcely deny 


that Martin Jo-epli Month, president oi 
Mafdalen College. Oxford, lived his 
century; nor th.it Lord Saint Leonards, 
one of the keenest ol English lawyers, 
lived to 96. 
I have only known one oi 


two centenarians, but 1 could put down 
a do?en men and women whom I have 
been personally well acquainted with 
who have nearly approached their cen- 
tennial. 


Prof. Humphrey, of Cambridge, Eng- 


land, University, who bas made lon- 
gevity a scientific, study, does not 
theorise at all, but gives the numbers 
as he finds them in some very interest- 
ing tables. 
He records the recent 


deaths of eleven persons, two men and 
nine women, who, outof fifty-two cases 
in which the age was a matter only ol 
current belief, were proven to have 
exceeded one hundred years. One ot 
them was a hundred and eight, anothei 
one hundred and six, beyond dispute. 
Of 
fifty-two 
alleged 
centenarians, 


thirty-six were women and sixteen 


men. 
He attributes the greater ratio 


of longevity in women to their free- 
ilom from the exposures, risks and ex- 
citements which belong to the occupa- 
tions of men. That is, I suppose, that 
women stay more at home and drift 
about less, though I doubt it, at least 
30 far as our country is concerned. 
They are perhaps le-s given to over- 
eating and drinking. 
Out of thirty- 


live centenarian iv omen ho found that 
twenty-six had been married and eleven 
had borne large families. 
Of the 


twenty-six who 
had 
been 
wives, 


eight 
had 
murried 
before 
they 


reached 
the 
age of twenty. 
One 


of them 
had 
m.irried at sixteen 


and two at seventeen years of age. 
Prof. Humphrey found that twelve of 
the fifty-two 
ccntcn.vrians weie the 


eldest children of their parents, which 
seems to contradict the popular belief 
that first children are less hardy than 
those who follow them. Yet this no- 
tion prevails in racing stables, where 
"firstlings" are not depended upon for 
great endurance on the track 
But 


what is of more ^ alue is that this phys- 
iologist found the centenarians, with- 
out exception, to bo persons of spare 
build, which may be a-'good suggestion 
to .the American Legion of Honor, al- 
though 1 could name many corpulent 
Brooklyn citi/ens who are likely to 
outlive" any "Barebones" in our midst. 
But Prof 
Humphrey says of these 


happy veterans, that gout and rheuma- 
tism were, as a rule, absent. 
"It 


seems," s.iys the professor, "that the 
frame which is destined for great age 
needs no such prophylactics, and en- 
genders none of the peccant humors 
for which the linger joints, as in gout, 
'may find a vent " Of the fifty-two 
aged persons whom he had investi- 
gated, twenty-tour only were tooth- 
less, the average number of teeth in 
these centenari ins beiii"; four to five 
Long sleep was noticeable in their lat- 
ter days, the average being about nine 
hours.
